(This
would roughly call for dividing the Amer.
foan foroes into three paris, ona o guard
the border on the American slde from
Nogalea to Douglan, ons to guard it from
Hermanas to Port Hancoek, and the third
stratched from the nelghborhood of Lang-
fellow to Eagle IMass )

Third, That the Mexican troops guard
the border on the Mexican side where there
are no rallroads In closs proximity to Lhe
border

Fourth, Thet a system of communication
e maintainsd between the American and
Mexlcan forces by means of officers “de
lalmon'* wo that Information may readily
ba transmittad and steps taken to head off
bandits, eto.

That a reclprocal agreement be
antered Into glving the forces of alther
sountty the right to crosa the border into
the territory of the other on m hot trall

paina to point out that they are asn anxious
a8 thelr American collengues can possibly
bs to protect the American border and to
niake impossible the renewal of such inol-
Eents an the Columbua rald. They nsserted
their bellef that the plan proposed by them
would achieve the purpose of the confer-
ence,
They polnted to the fact that under
Fresidents Hayes and Garfleld a some-
what similar arrangemen was in foree and
that In General Grant's administration a
reciprocal understanding existed for elther
#ide crossing the border.
